: The dress illustrated is of dark blue summer wool, trimmed with’ striped étamine, écru striped with 

* @ark blue, which is underlaid with écru‘cashmere lining. The dark blue foundation skirt is two yards 
and a third wide; it has a three-inch foot pleating of the blue woollet_thaterial, headed by an étamine 
fold three inches wide, which half covers the pleating beneath it/. A deep pleating of thé blue wool covers 
the front and sides of the skirt; this pleating is three yard8 wide, forms a broad box’pleat on the middle 
of the front and thick kilt pleats on the sides; on each side, at twenty-eight incles from thé middle of 
the front, a pointed étamine panel, lined with cashmere atid foundation, three ipehes wide-at-the.top aid 
five inches anda half wide at the bottom, is set in. The back breadth of the skirt is(¢dvered by the long 
full drapery, the side edges of Which are tacked throngh the pleating to the foundation skirt to keepthem 
in place.

In this dress for a young girl the pleated ekirt is of plain Havana brown wool, and the draped over- 
skirt and basque of wool of the same tint striped in darker brown, The basque has pleated fronts, and 
is completed by a collar, cuffs, and belt of darker brown velvet.

The pattern here given, of which there is no illustration in the paper, is that of a gentleman’s thin’ 
white flannel vest, which is put on for additional warmth under a dress coat. Join on the piece turned 
down on Fig, 40, and lengthen it as much as may be needed in the direction indicated ; the model is 
twenty-eight inches long. Out for the body a double piece according. to Fig. 40, with the selvedge of 
the flannel forming the lower edge, Cut the right front edge by the inner outline on the pattern; the 
front is buttoned from top to bottom along the right side.. Cut the sleeves from Fig. 41. Sew up the 
hody from 21 to 22, and face the neck and the front edges. Sew up the sleeves from 28 to 24; face 
the frontedge and the slit; and provide them with a button and button hole for fastening, then sew them 
; into the arwholes as the figures indicate.
